And What Hove You

Boy, this winter weather has 
been something else this year. Not 
only is the cold, icy weather un­ 
comfortable and dangerous to 
travel in, but the thought of what 
the next round of utility bills will be 
like makes it even worse. 
We have grown so accustomed to 
cheap fuel in the past that we never 
gave much thought to what it cost 
to stay warm. Bad weather has 
never been welcomed by many but 
most of us at least stayed warm in 
our houses. 
It is strange. 
We can 
still 
remember the days of the space 
heaters and living in houses that 
would not even do a good job of 
slowing down thr wind. All the time 
thinking about how nice central 
heating and a well built tight house 
would be. 
Now we have the central heating 
and the tight house and find that we 
still can not stay as warm as we 
would like because to do so would 
give us heating bills higher than 
house payments. 
It is easy to blame our gas 
supplier, Lone Star Gas Company, 
for all of this. While we don’t doubt 
but what Lone Star is going to show 
a nice profit for this winter’s 
operations, they still can not be 
Mamed for our problems of high 
fuel bills. 
Simple fact is that we no longer 
have a surplus of cheap energy. 
The demand for gas is greater than 
the present supply. This is the case 
now and will continue to be the case 
from now on. Hie price of gas and 
electricity (which is produced by 
burning gas in this area) will likely 
continue to get higher and not 
cheaper in the years ahead. 
Unless we find some cheaper 
source of fuel we seem to have two 
choices — use less or budget more 
of our income for staying warm (or 
cool in the summer time). 
The ironic thing about this is that 
this is the kind of problem that 
Americans have always used their 
ingenuity to solve but anymore we 
just seem to expect our govern­ 
ment to come up with an answer. In 
the past we have come up with 
cheaper and better ways to do 
things but today we expect the 
government to step in and lower 
our bills. Before it is over we 
suspect that we will find that this is 
just one more thing that the 
government does not have the 
answer to.

The IOO per cent cutoff was 
ordered Sunday morning 
when 
residential 
con­ 
sumption required most of 
the company's available gas. 
The severity of the cur­ 
tailment was surprising, 
explained Elliott, because 
most past cutbacks have been 


only 25 or 50 percent. Com­ 
plete cutoff was necessary 
because freezing weather 
plagued Lone Star Gas from 
"one end of the system to the 
other,” he said. 
Usually, the company can 
transfer gas from one part of 
the system to another, but the 
extent of the storm prevented 
such action.

crazy. Livestock are btirn in the 
spring, pastured in the summer, 
mortgaged in the fall and given 
away in the winter. 
They vary in size, color, weight 
and market grade. The man who 
can guess nearest to the weight and 
market grade is called a livestock 
buyer to the public, a robber by the 
rancher and a poor businessman by 
his banker. The price of livestock 
goes up after you have sold and 
down after you have bought. 


In talking to buyers and sellers, 
some say market will go up and 
some say it will go down. Whatever 
you do will probably be wrong. 
When you have light cattle, the 
buyers want heavy ones; when you 
have heifers they want steers and 
vice versa; when they are thin they 
should be fat and when they are fat, 
the tallow market goes to hell. 
There is one thing you can depend 
on in the livestock business. The 
commission man will always sav 
“you should have been her*' 
yesterday.” 
The government has not been 
able to do much about solving this 
problem either.

Bicentennial theme which 
will be continued in 1977. 
Robot W. (Bob) Townsley, 
director of DHT’s Motor 
Vehicle Division, said he 
anticipates less motorist 
confusion in affixing 1977 
stickers to the metal license 
plates. 


DHT first issued multi-year 
metal license plates in fiscal 
1975. Last year was the first 
for attaching annual stickers 
to the metal plates. 
"Although most motorists 
followed instructions and 
experienced no problems, 
others failed to read the in­ 
structions for affixing the 
stickers with — sometimes — 
laughable results,” Townsley 
commented.
